" Ve note, that under Section 623.34 (o) of the Selective Service

the Local Board could recommend his induction into the Armed Tbroes and the 
Director of Selective Service nay accomplish that purpose by requesting a 
waiver of the defect in order to permit the Induction of the registrant.

That 
began in Munich as crackpot anti-Semitism ended with the slaughter of 
35,000,000 people." 

\ In part, the brochure states, "Who are these ten men who are being 

persecuted? Some are Jews, some Catholics and Protestants. let, it is a 
1 coincidence that every one of these Americans has either written, produced, 
directed or acted in motion pictures that attacked racism, and honorably 
pictured minorities as human beings deserving equal rights and equal consi- 
deration." 



After discussing some of the screen credits of the t en witnesses, 
the brochure continues, "Then SAMlJEi^ESITZ tried to raise 

the question of anti-Semitism, many newspapers claimed that Mr. ORNITZ dragged 
this question into the hearings, but three weeks later Representative RANKIN 
dragged it out into the open. On November 24, 1947, wh#n asking Congress to 
indict the ten Hollywood liberal artists, he read a list of names of actors 
and actresses who bad protested the action of the Thomas-Rankin Committee. 

He said, 'I want to read you some of these rimes; JUNE %kVQC - her real name 
is JUNB^CTICKi DAMB^CAXE,- his real name j|s DAVID DANISJrXUtTNSKY. Another 
one is EffllS^ANTORj whose real name is 1 and he went down 

the line with ^fNA^^O^iCBINSON and 


Later, the following sentence appears : "Sid the Thomas Committee 
attack these men because of their political acts? Of course. But, these 
political acts are acts of tolerance, of concern for the welfare of the 
people, of progressive thought.

To give you a clear, but by no mean* a complete
